So its best purpose is not 
to accumulate knowledge but to 
produce, educe,te and develop a 
fuller man* 

"Conference me.Ices a ready man", 
Bacon again voices. By spa ech 
it is usually determined whether 
nan will have command of his 
language or not. Tho earlfcr Greeks 
did not concern themselves' with 
publication. Our master writers 
perhaps knew no writing but evi¬ 
dence of every element of speech 
was there. Spe©dh implies ready 
short sentences, vividness, viva¬ 
city. Some of our greatest essays 
and poems are the remarks of nen 
at dinner parties, never intended 
to bo written. Mon who have 
nattered their speech find them¬ 
selves recognizing a social ob¬ 
ligation and acting as a ready 
citizen of tho world. If we cul¬ 
tivate our speech by conference 
and conversation wo will become 
accura to , da ring and r'ea dy no n. 


Lastly says Bacon, "Writing Make Hi 
an exact man”. Speech furnishes 
readiness and variety but does not 
contain enough room for exercising 
exact, prices© faculties. In 
writing man herns to be exact for 
one sentence must convey a single 
thought; a paragraph must say a 
single things. Every good writer 
sees or realizes that he is a ser¬ 
vant to tho people and must write 
so exact as to free his reader 
from any impediment. "And there¬ 
fore if a man write little, ho had 
need have a great memory; if he 
confer little he had need have a 
present wit and if ho read little 
ho had need have much cunning to- 
seen to know that he doth not."
